Like a seemingly normal man slowly 
disolving into a snarling, hair- 
covered werewolf under the influ- 
ence of a full moon on a foggy Lon- 
don street corner, our own Diane 
Housam of the Character Depart- 
ment performs a bit of movie magic 
herself; as twice-daily she makes-up 
for the part of an old crone for our 
Very Merry Christmas Parade. We 
spent some time with her to follow the 
fascinating steps in changing from 
beauty to the beast. 

No stranger to the world of profes- 
sional stage make-up, Diane is a 
theater major at Stetson University, 
attending her junior year and work- 
ing in the Character Department as a 
Casual/Regular hostess. "I don't 
think there's a better training ground 
anywhere than right here at Walt 
Disney World,” she told us, as she sat 
in front of a mirror applying the 
elaborate face. “It takes about an 
hour to get ready for the first parade, 
then I have to turn around and do it 
again for the evening parade ... 
there's no way anyone could wear all 
this goo for the seven hours between 
parades!” 





Diane applies her own make-up 
daily in the Wig Room, one of those 
out-of-the-way rooms deep in the 
Wardrobe Department beneath Fan- 
tasyland. Swarming with people just 
before any Disney extravaganza, the 
Wig Room is headquarters for just 
about any special effect that Enter- 
tainment Division wants to create. 

The day we visited to photograph 
Diane, every lighted mirror was 
crowded with hostesses and hosts 
applying cherry red dimples to their 
cheeks, heavy false eyelashes to 
exaggerate facial expressions, and 
some of the most extravagant wigs 
and hair pieces this side of Hol- 
„ Lywood! 


Cosmetology specialists in the Wig 
Room scurry about applying a shot of 
hair spray here and a touch of pan- 
cake make-up there. In fact, the Wig 
Room is so fascinating that EYES & 
EARS has promised to do a special 
story on the hostesses there in the 
near future. But first, back to our old 
crone. 

Diane talked us through the steps 
she must take in her hour-long trans- 
formation. First up is to put on an old 
shirt and pull the hair back into a net. 
Then it's time to get down to business 

. removing heavy stage make-up 
can be a chore, so first Diane covers 
her face with a clear grease. Then 
comes the base make-up, a general 
purpose theater pancake of skin 
tone. 

The eye brow pencil is used to 
draw in heavy wrinkles and black 
eye liner is applied like a thick ink 
above both eyes. Red cheek rouge 
highlights her facial structure. 

Her wicked nose (complete with 
wart and three-inch hairs) and 
crooked chin are pre-made of a soft, 





latex plastic. These are attached and 
soft putty wax is used to blend in the 
nose and chin to her real skin. A 
touch more pancake over the putty 
for color, and her crone’s face is 
ready for the show! 

Next, Diane has to carefully put on 
her jet black costume, because one 
touch against the make-up will streak 





the cloth. Wrinkles are applied to her 
hands, a long straw-haired wig is 
securely fastened on top, and she is 
ready to go on stage. 

Creating fantasy faces in the Wig 
Room just goes to prove, that beauty 


is only skin deep. . . if you have an 


hour or so to spare!
